Five miles from the Saintfield home of the McMillans lived the Orr family 
at Raffrey Crosgar. The old Orr family is believed to have come from Scotland. 
They lived for sometime on a three acre farm in the townland of Rallymacashon 
then moved to Raffry. Both properties were still in the hands of members of the 
Tamily in 1939. 

At Raffry, Hannah Jamison and Samuel Orr reared their family. We have very 
few stories of these people but Agnes Orr Hays told her children that when she 
was a girl of fair size her mother sent her out to sprinkle some linens that we 
were bleaching on the grass under a sheet. She sprin'‘xled them so well that she 
could see through to the tiny garments that lay beneath. Her modest mother had 
not told her of the coming of a baby. Ere long Hannan was born, the youngest 
member of the family. 

Samuel Orr and Hannah Jamison were buried in the Fillyrasey burying grounds 
in Comty Down. 
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Since many have not sent in personal sketches and others have written fully 
of the lives of those they were to cover I have felt it unwise to print a large 
amount of information regarding a few and nothing about others. This Might not be 
understood by readers of the future. However, those who wishcopies of these 
histories already written may have the same for the cost of typing. 


The sketches included are brief but give some insight into the lives of the 
older generations while some information may stil] be obtained, 


Any older history that may be uncovered later will be recorded and if material 
justifies the doing a supplement will be sent out later. May it be suggested that 
each family enter information in thé¥"record5and at intervals send it to me so that 
copies of the same may be sent out annually to those who have purchased this col- 
lection of family data. 


Until more information of past generations can be obtained it seems unnecessary 
to attempt to write a genealogy. This compilation of data has been made of the 
generations about which we can be sure of the authenticity of dates. Fortunate 
would we be on our ancestral records if someone had done likewise since the found- 
ing of the family. 


Reports have it that the Hay family migrated from Scotland into northern 
Ireland about 1620. Old histories say that the Hay family originated in Ireland. 
Some members of the family in Ireland claim to be Scotch, others Irish - some say 
there is Spanish blood in the Haygs family, introduced first near the founding of 
the family and later when a part of the Spanish Armada landed on the Coast -of 
IreJand. Be that as it may, a family that has lived in Ireland since 1620 is 
Irish, by natural rights. Since the Orr family spoke with a Scotch accent it is 
quite reasonable to believe that they left Scotland at a much later date. They 
considered themselves as Scottish people. The descendants of Agnes Orr and Samuel 
Hayes may well consider them as Scotch-Irish.

Soon after the birth of their first child, Sarah Brownlee, Samuel Hays sailed 
for America leaving his wife, Agnes, in Ireland. One year later in 1849 Agnes 
with her baby and sister Sliza followed him. They were six weelts on the water. 
They lived first in Pennsylvania the exact location we do not know. From Pennsyl- 
vania they moved to Baltimore. From there they moved to Loda, Iroquois County, 
Illinois. They lived there at the time of the Chicago fire and could see the ligh 
of the fire from their home. Samuel worked in a brewery and fed stock from the 
waste of the brewery. The family moved to Cherokee County, Iowa after their daugh- 
ter S4ach haa already established her home there. They made the trip in a covered 
wagon. They farmed in Iowa. 

When Samuel and Agnes were married the father of Samuel Hazlett played the 
fiddle for the dance back in Ireland. 

Samuel as an old man had a merry twinitle around his bright blue eyes, his haii 
was snow white aad he wore long white whiskers. 
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. Agnes spoke with a strong Scottish accent. She was very well read and a 
great student of the Bible. Her people were staunch Presbyterians, She had dark 
hair that was not fully gray when she died at the age of 96. Her dark brown eyes 
were clear and shrewd. She had her second sight and had most of her teeth when 
she died. Hers was a sound strong body except for a tumor which burdened her for 
more than fifty years. Her mind, however, failed during a sickspell and for 
last fifteen years she was like a child to watch except for a few times when
